ORGANIZATION AND ROUTINE OF THE PATENT 
OFFICE, 

Having considered those matters which per- 
tain to an invention before it is embodied in a 
specification and drawing, which, with the oath, 
petition, &c., comprise an application for letters 
patent, it may be proper to consider the organ- 
ization and routine of practice in the Patent 
Office. In this connection, I may be permitted 
to repeat a sketch which I prepared for publi- 
cation some two or three years since, but which 
may be taken as a correct sketch of the Patent 
Office in the present year. 

In order to provide for the granting of patents 
under suitable guarantees, or rather under suit- 
able assurance of novelty and utility, the Gov- 
ernment has organized a special bureau charged 
with the examination of every application, and 
the issue of every patent when its subject mat- 
ter is found to be new and useful. This bureau, 
under the charge of the Commissioner of Pat- 
ents, forms a part of the Interior Department, 
the Secretary of the Interior being invested 
with general jurisdiction over the Patent Office. 
There is, in addition to the Commissioner, an 
Assistant Commissioner and a Board of Ex- 
aminers-in-Chief, comprising three judges, at 
the present time acute and experienced judicial 
officers whose decisions are frequently models of 
close and accurate reasoning, characterized by 
a clear appreciation of the true spirit and in- 
tent of the patent laws. The examining corps 
proper consists of principal Examiners, together 
with first, second and third Assistant Ex- 
aminers. There is, in addition, a special Ex- 
aminer of Interferences, and a large force, 
many of whom are ladies, devoted to the cleri- 
cal work of the office. It will be seen that the 
organization is necessarily complex, and that 
its magnitude is considerable. The complexity 
would be obviated, and the work of the office 
would be much better performed, if the work- 
ing force was increased, and excessive labor 
was not required from officials, who, as a rule, 
earnest, industrious and efficient, have long 
been overburdened and underpaid. In other 
words, @ more numerous force and better pay 
would render of easy attainment an excellence 
of administration that is now impossible. 

The several steps necessary to obtain a patent 
may be briefly stated as follows: There must, 
in general, be provided a model, which should 
be of substantial material. The invention must 
be represented by drawings where such are pos- 
sible, and these should show the invention clear- 
ly and in detail, and must be of a character 
which will permit them to be photo-litho- 
graphed. A description of the invention, which, 
with the drawing, constitutes the specification, 
must also be filed, and must contain a clear and 
condensed description of the improvement. It 
must also clearly state the parts or combinations 
that are claimed to be new, and as a rule must 
embody a brief statement of the previous state 
of the art to which the invention relates. It 
frequently happens that an invention is found 
to be anticipated in part, and in such cases an 
amendment, properly drawn to cover what is 
new and to exclude what is old, must be filed 
before the case can be passed to issue. Of course 
if the invention is found to be wholly antici- 
pated by some anterior invention or by some- 
thing so nearly like it that nothing more than 
mechanical judgment is required to make the 
old device equal to the new one, the application 
is rejected. On tbe filing of each application, a 
government fee of fifteen dollars is required to 
be paid, and an additional fee of twenty dollars 
before the patent is issued. 

The time required to obtain a patent after the 
papers are filed, varies according to cireum- 
stances, If the application is properly prepared 
in the first instance, and the invention is not 
anticipated in any of its essentials, the allow- 
ance will depend simply upon the condition of 
work before the examiner to whom it passes for 
examination ; and this may be from two weeks 
to two months. Some classes of invention are 
so complex that the examiners are necessarily 
behind with their work, so that the cases being 
taken up in their order of filing are always more 
or less delayed ; while in others it is possible for 
the examiuers to keep the work so closely in 
hand that but a few days are required between 
the filing of a case and its allowance, If, how- 
ever, by reason of partial anticipation of the 
invention, or other causes, amendment is ne- 
cessary, further delay is caused, and the pro- 
gress toward issue in such instances depends 
upon the diligence of the applicant or his attor- 
ney, and upon the skill displayed in so framing 





his papers as to place the tase accurately 
and clearly before the examiner. Sometimes 
where an interference is declared, the delay may 
be extended to several months, the time being 
required for the taking of testimony, the making 
of motions, and other proceedings necessary in 
arriving at a judicial decision on the merits. 
Assuming the specification, drawings and 
model to have been properly prepared, and the 
petition, &c., to be in due form, the course of 
an application in the Patent Office is as follows: 
The model goes to the machinist, whose business 
it is to ascertain if it be of proper size and finish, 
and of substantial make. The specifications go 
to an official of long experience, who looks to 
the regularity of the papers, but without exam- 
ination of the contents of the specification ; 
while the drawings are sent to the draughtsman 
who examines them as to their size, legibility 
and fitness for lithographing. In the meantime, 
the fee of fifteen dollars is paid into the office of 
the chief clerk. The model, drawings and speci- 
fication, together with the petition and affidavit 
attached, are then assembled and sent to the 
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examiner to whose class the case belongs, and by 
him it is taken up for examination in its course. 
The preliminary work of examination is com- 
monly done by an assistant examiner, each prin- 
cipal examiner being held responsible for the 
work done in his room. If an application is re- 
jected the applicant is entitled to a re-hearing be- 
fore the principal examiner; if the latter persists 
in his rejection an appeal lies to the Board of 
Examiners-in-Chief. If the case be still re- 
jected by this tribunal, an appeal lies to the 
Commissioner in person, or, in his absence, to 
the Assistant Commissioner, as acting commis- 
sioner, or, when the applicant consents, before 
the Assistant Commissioner, in his capacity as 
such, If the case is still rejected and the ap- 
plicant is satisfied that he yet has grounds for a 
further appeal, such may be taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Columbia. The 
government fees required by these appeals are 
ten dollars when the appeal is to the Examiners- 
in-Chief, twenty dollars when to the Commis- 
sioner, and ten dollars when to the Supreme 
Court of the District. In cases where the pat- 
entability per se of the invention is admitted, 
but the invention is claimed by two or more 
different parties, an interference becomes neces- 
sary. The proceedings in such cases resemble 
those of an action in equity. Apart from special 
motions (which at certain stages may be made 
and tried before the principal examiner, the 
Examiner of Interferences or the Commissioner 
in person, according to the state of the case), 
the hearings are as follows: First, before the 
Examiner of Interferences; second, on appeal 
before the Board of Examiners-in-Chief, and 
third, on appeal to the Commissioner. In inter- 
ference cases there is no direct appeal from the 
Commissioner to the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict, as in ex parte applications, but a separate 
action in equity may be maintained even after 
a patent has been issued in accordance with the 
decision of the Patent Office. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that the 
proper prosecution of cases before the Patent 
Office is a matter of some complexity, and in- 
volves no slight degree of professional judg- 
ment, skill and care, and that the duties of the 
Patent Office are onerous and responsible to the 
last degree. On thislast mentioned point it may 
be justly said that more of the complaints that 
have been made against the general efficiency of 
the Patent Office have arisen from misappreben- 
sion of the character of the duties required of 
the officials, and of the skilled professional labor 
necessarily called for in the preparation and 
prosecution of cases than from any actual mal- 
administration within the Patent Office. While 
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undoubtedly instances sometimes arise where in- 
dividual examiners, through carelessness, lack of 
experience, or native perversity of temper, work 
injustice or annoyance to an applicant ; such are 
not common, nor are they to be taken as fair ex- 
amples. There is probably no department of 
the government where high acquirements and 
uniform courtesy are more imperatively de- 
manded or more fully displayed than in the ad- 
ministration, and by the officials of the United 
States Patent Office. 

There is, however, just cause of complaint, 
not against the Patent Office, but against the 
parsimony of the Government, which keeps 
locked up in the treasury nearly a million of 
dollars drawn from the resources of the Patent 
Office, instead of devoting it to the enlargement 
of the latter and the increase of the means for 
the proper transaction of business. Since the re- 
organization of the Patent Office in 1836, salaries 
of officials in every other branch of the govern- 
ment have been materially increased, but in so 
far as concerns the Patent Office, they remain 
substantially the same. And this, too, notwith- 
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standing the fact that the intricacy and multi- 
plicity of the duties of the Patent Office is much 
greater now than then. The bureau is inordi- 
nately cramped for room. It is keeping within 
bounds to say that ordinarily six persons, ex- 
aminers, copyists, &c., work in a room of a size 
not more than sufficient for the comfort 
and convenience of three. The exacting la- 
bor of some of the most important classes 
is carried on in apartments originally designed, 
it is said, for coal bunkers, and in which the 
moisture creeping through the walls brings dis- 
comfort, if not illness, to the occupants. This 
and many other drawbacks to the perfect work- 
ing of the Patent Office could be remedied by 
wise legislation and a judicious use of money 
that should be devoted to the purpose. It is well, 
while waiting for the slow evolution of a public 
opinion which shall compel a just consideration 
of the desserts of this bureau, that the com- 
munity at large should apprebend to what ex- 
tent the Patent Office is compelled to make the 


best of very untoward circumstances,

Engine Roll. 


The drawings illustrate an improvement in rolls 
for beating engines. It consists in the construc- 
tion of a roll or beater, which is said to be of 
great strength and durability, and in which the 
wood filling is so secured, that it will not fly out 
when the roll is rapidly rotated. The roll is 
keyed on the spindle A, cast-iron heads B B, 
being arranged at suitable distances apart on 
the spindle. The wood-base filling C is construct- 
ed with tenons a, which are fitted tightly into 
mortises or annular grooves b in the cast-iron 
heads, and rigidly confined therein by means of 
wrought-iron clamping-bolts D. (Shown in Fig. 
2.) The filling C is thus prevented from becom- 
ing loose or being thrown out by the centrifugal 
force of the roll when rapidly rotated. E E des- 
ignate the steel blades or fly-bars, provided with 
notches or slots F for the reception of wrought 
rings or bands c, by which the bars are secured 
in their places at regular intervals apart, and 
J J indicate slots in the cast heads B for the re- 
ception of the fly-bars. 

Between the fly-bars E, and rigidly secured to 
the base filling C by means of nails, are layers 
of wood filling for affording braces or stays to 
these fiy-bars. Instead of the mortises or 
grooves in the cast heads to receive tenons 
formed on the filling C, the heads B may be cast 
with tenons or projections and form the mor- 
tises, grooves, or indentures in the ends of the 
wood filling. 

The claim is for a rag beater or roll consisting 
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of iron heads cast with mortises or other depres- 
sions for the reception of the wood filling C, the 
wood filling constructed with tenons adapted to 
fit into the mortises, and the bolts for clamping 
the whole firmly together. (256,352. )

New Blue Dye. 


A new blue dye-stuff or coloring-matter is 
produced by the action of diethylparaphenylen- 
diamine chloride upon an alkaline solution of 
phenol in the presence of an oxidizing agent. 

In carrying out this invention ten pounds of 
nitroso-diethylaniline chloride are dissolved in 
five hundred pounds of water. To this solution 
add fifteen pounds of zinc-dust, and heat the 
mixture, under constant stirring, to about 60 
degrees Centigrade, by which the nitroso com- 
pound is reduced to diethylparaphenylendiamine 
chloride. The zinc-dust is then separated by fil- 
tering the warm solution, and to this solution 
add, under constant stirring, a solution com- 
posed of phenol, nine and four-tenths pounds ; 
bichromate of potash, eight pounds; caustic 
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soda solution (1.29 specific gravity), twelve 
pounds, and two hundred pounds of water. As 
soon as this mixture has cooled add, under con- 
stant stirring, and little by little, enough com- 
mon acetic acid to render the previously alkaline 
solution slightly acid, when the coloring-matter 
is thrown down as a dark-blue precipitate. It 
may be collected on a filter and allowed to drain 
and be pressed and sold in the shape of a paste. 

This dye is readily soluble in hot water, and 
dyes wool, with or without the usual alum or 
chrome mordants, at 150° Fahrenheit, deep-blue. 
Caustic-alkaline solutions do not change its 
aqueous blue solutions in color. Strong muriatic 
acid, and also an aqueous solution of oxalic acid 
added to its aqueous solution, changes the blue 
color to reddish purple. Strong sulphuric acid 
dissolves a strongly-concentrated paste into a 
slate color. This solution is turned into a red- 
dish purple by the addition of hot water. Bro- 
mine water added to a hot aqueous solution of 
this dye-stuff destroys the blue color, while 
strongly smelling of tribromphenol, changing 
it to a dark drab and throwing out a precipi- 
tate. 


Scarlet-Red Dye. 

A scarlet-red dyestuff is produced by the 
action of diazoazo-benzole-monosulpho-acid upon 
the soda salt of naphthyl-sulphate. 

The soda salt of naphthy]-sulphate is first pre- 
pared in the following manner: Take one part 
of finely pulverized beta-naphthol and stir it 
together with three parts of strong sulphuric 
acid of 1.84 specific gravity. The reaction com- 
mences almost immediately and the tempera- 
ture begins to rise, but care must be taken not 
to allow the temperature to rise much above 20° 
Centigrade. The mass, which at the beginning 
is semi-liquid, solidifies after a short time into a 
crystalline condition, when the reaction is com- 
plete. The acid mixture so obtained is diluted 
with water and filtered in order to separate from 
it unchanged beta-naphthol, and it is then 
heated to boiling, neutralized with carbonate of 
lime and filtered. The hot filtrate is treated 
with carbonate of soda, filtered, and the filtrate 
evaporated to dryness. 

The compound thus obtained consists of the 
soda salt of a beta-naphthol-monosulpho-acid 
and the soda salt of naphthy!-sulphate, which 
can be readily separated by hot alcohol from 
the soda salt of beta-naphthol-monosulpho-acid. 
For this purpose take one part of the finely- 
powdered compound and boil it for ten minutes 
in about four parts, by weight, of alcohol of 90 
per cent., then filter hot, The soda salt of beta- 


naphthol-monosulpho-acid which remains on the 
filter is collected and set aside, the filtrate is put 
into a distilling apparatus, and the alcohol re- 
covered by distillation. The residue thus 
obtained consists of the soda salt of naph- 
thyl-sulphate, which is used for producing 
the new scarlet-red. Then take ten parts, by 
weight, of the soda salt of amidoazo-benzole- 
monosulpho-acid and dissolve it in 200 parts of 
water and add 3 parts of nitrite of sodium, and 
afterward add, little by little, under constant 
stirring, 6 parts of hydrochloric acid of 1.2 
specific gravity. By these means the soda salt 
of amidoazo-benzole-monosulpho-acid is trans- 
formed into its diazo compound (the soda salt of 
diazoazo-benzole-monosulpho-acid). Add under 
constant stirring 10 parts of the described soda 
salt of naphthyl-sulphate dissolved in 50 parts of 
water made alkaline with 10 parts of aqua-am- 
monia, thereby forming the coloring matter, 
which may be precipitated from the solution by 
the addition of an aqueous solution of common 
salt. 

This new coloring matter is easily soluble in 
water with a cherry-red color. It is less soluble 
in alcohol with a cherry-red color. It is also 
soluble in dilute oxalic acid with a scarlet-red 
color. It is insoluble in ether. In nitric acid it 
dissolves with a blue color, and when being 
heated the solution turns brown, and the dye 
becomes decomposed. Acetate of lead added to 
an aqueous solution of the dye produces a copi- 
ous red precipitate, and dissolved alum added to 
the aqueous solution of the coloring matter pro- 
duces a slight red precipitate. In a bath acidu- 
lated with sulphuric acid it dyes a pure scarlet 
red.

Overloading Safety Valves. 


loading the safety valves of steam boilers 
yond the proper limit is a most dangerous one, 
and cannot be too strongly condemned. Cases 
are very frequent where by this means old boil- 
ers, worn and thinned by corrosion, are regularly 
worked at a much higher pressure than they 
were originally intended for when new. There 
can be but one result of such a course, and that 
points unerringly toward disaster. The wear 
and tear of a boiler so overloaded and over- 
worked is vastly increased, so that little, if any, 
economy results from the practice. It is 
true that in times of great business prosperity, 
when every department of a manufacturer's 
establishment is driven to its utmost capacity, 
that the temptation to overwork a steam boiler 
is very strong; still the practice is, under any 
circumstances, wholly inexcusable. With most 
kinds of machinery the only result of overwork 
is simply the failure of the machinery and the 
consequent pecuniary loss; but with steam 
boilers the case is different. Here the damage 
in case of accident is not confined to the boiler 
itself, or even destruction of adjacent property, 
but human lives are almost invariably sacri- 
ficed. We think everyone will agree with us 
when we say under no circumstances is the im- 
perilment of people’s lives justifiable. Every- 
thing should be done that human knowledge 
renders possible to make the use of steam per- 


fectly safe.—Locomotive,

Trade is very depressed, and I think prices are 
falling away to a lower figure. There will be 
some tough times here for paper makers if things | 
get much worse than they are, I can assure | 
you that some mills are running at aloss, At | 
any rate, I have seen several samples of paper 
that were never made for the money they are 
being offered at. 

The same depressed feeling extends over the 
North, and, in fact, everywhere I hear reports 
from. Prices are poor, and business is scarcely | 
worth doing. I spent ten days in Lancashire | 
last month to see what was going on and to pick 
up any crumbs that might be falling. (It is al- 
ways advisable to look after No. 1 in all things.) 
I found paper makers grumbling ; engineers 
grumbling; rag merchants grumbling; and 
chemical manufacturers grumbling. Every- 
body was grumbling. I never heard so much | 
grumbling before. Orders at the mills are tol- 
erably plentiful, but many orders go round the 
whole country, and by the time they arrive at 
the last mill, the paper makers have to ask what 
they are and what they mean. Orders are not | 
like unkind rumors—the farther they go the 
bigger they are. Prices are more like the odds 
and ends in a butcher’s shop—they don’t get big- 
ger for handling. Now when a buyer wants a 
cheap paper he sets his order rolling round the 
trade, and it comes back pretty fine to him. 
This is the result of competition among salesmen 
more than among mills. If mills would but re- 
fuse orders when the prices mean either no profit 
or even a dead loss, I feel sure that trade would 
improve. 

I saw the new machine for W. & A. Tremlett, 
in Bury, and doubtless, Bentley & Jackson will 
make an excellent job of it, as they always do. 
These engineers are busy upon a special piece of 
paper-making machinery, which I will introduce 
in detail to the notice of your readers, in good | 
time. 

Considering a peep at the new works of 
Furnival & Co. would be of interest, I went 
over to Reddish—a few minutes’ run on the M. 
S. and L. railway, and was quite astonished to 
find such a large place. I was shown round, | 
and saw the whole establishment. The firm is 
known to paper-makers chiefly as makers 
of the ‘‘ Express” guillotine, which I saw in all 
stages of manufacture, from the foundry to 
the perfect machine. Furnival & Co. have 
brought this guillotine now to as near per- 
fection as seems possible. One point about the 
‘‘ Express” guillotine is that the makers guaran- 
tee every machine for two years. This is a great 
consideration, and looks as if Furnival & Co. 
intend doing all that can be done to makea 
thoroughly good cutting machine. 

Readers of THE JOURNAL will remember my 
announcing some time ago that the end of the 
Clitheroe failure would be 10s. in the pound. I 
am glad to say this has been finally arranged in 
four payments of 2s. 6d., in six, ten, fourteen 
and eighteen months. 

As an instance of how trade is ‘‘cut” and the 
wonderful schemes some people concoct to save 
a few pounds, I saw in my travels a curious 
specification, which showed how a certain large 
Lancashire firm of paper makers did its business. 
The specification was for a set of calender rolls, | 
but separate tenders were to be given for the 
rolls, the standards and the driving gear. A 
short time ago the same firm sent out a similar 
specification and the result was, one firm made 
the rolls, another firm the standards, a third 
firm the driving gear, and a fourth firm supplied 
the nozzles—the latter contract amounting, 
perhaps, to something under £10. One can 
scarcely credit this of a respectable firm. This 
is the kind of thing that ruins good legitimate 
business, and all I can say is, if I was an engi- 
neering firm, I would refuse to attend to such 
paltry business. I would make the stack of 
rollsz;complete, or have nothing to do with the 
thing at all. There is one comfort in all this, 
viz., there are not more than three firms in the 
kingdom‘that would do business in this style. I | 
spent one day in Widnes, the emporium of stinks 
and suffocating gases. It is just fourteen years | 
since I’ was there, and although there are some 
changes, I found Widnes was still Widnes 

The chemical trade is very dull indeed. and I | 
question whether making caustic soda pays just 
now. It is an expensive material, and I am 
glad I am not in the trade. But the chemical 
trade isa very rich connection, and it will have 
better times soon. Some radical changes are on 
the carpet. I advise paper makers to hold off 
contracting at present. There is a new process | 
coming out that will completely revolutionize 
the alkali trade. At present the alkali makers 
pay so much per ton to the pyrites companies 
for sulphur wherewith to make the sulphuric 
acid needful for the production of salt cake. 
They burn the pyrites, condensing the fumes, 
and return the ashes to the pyrites companies, 
which thus get the pyrites ignited and the ashes 
ready for the extraction of the copper they con- 
tain. By Chance’s process, however, alkali 
makers can recover from the waste of the salt 
cake conversion process (known as ball soda) | 
about 95 per cent, of the sulphur. Therefore, | 
instead of paying the pyrites companies for sul- 
phur, alkali makers will recover the sulphur and | 
at the same time consume the vast heaps of 
waste that up to this time had been thrown upon 
land outside of the chemical works. The effect 
of Chance’s patent ought to be a great saving to 
alkali makers and—ruination to pyrites com- 
panies. The latter, however, have had a good 
pull,

During the past month the air has been full of 
floating rumors of depressed markets, over-pro- 
duction, &c., in various lines of paper, and to- 
day your correspondent set himself about in- 
vestigating matters. During the course of the 
day, most of the prominent manufacturers of 
the city were interviewed ; they were of all 


shades of opinion, but all agreed upon one point, | 


which is, that there is too much wrapping paper 
on hand at present to make it advisable to raise 
the prices, and that there are too many print 
paper mills in the West. 

The first gentlemen attacked were Bradner, 
Smith & Co., with whom the following conver- 
sation occurred : 

“*T understand that the Executive Committee 
of the Wrapping Paper Association has ordered 
another shut-down. Why was this done ?” 

“It was found that prices still remained so 
low and the surplus on hand at the mills was 
still so great, that the mills would not yet be 
justified in running to their full capacity.” 

‘* What causes the low prices ?” 

‘Lack of demand for paper. The roads in 
the country have been so heavy that all business 
is at a standstill, and consequently wrapping 
paper is not in demand among the consumers.” 

“Would better weather have any effect on 
this trade?” 


‘**We have no doubt that were the roads to | 


dry up, all the surplus stock on hand would be 
worked off very rapidly.” 

‘Well, as the association cannot make the 
weather to order, I do not see how the action 


| of shutting the mills is going to benefit them 
| much ¢” 


“By equalizing the burden and limiting the 
increase of surplus stock. The shut-down was 
justified by the present prices. Two cents in 
the market is ruinously low for straw paper, 
and plenty of it has been sold at that price in 
Chicago.” = 

** How about straw /” 

**Tt’s all in the hands of the straw-wrapping 
men, who bought it up in a sort of panic, fearing 
a light crop. The crop of straw, however, will 


| probably be better this year, all round, than it 


has been for many a day.” 

** How about print paper /” 

“It is away down.” 

**T understand that it is selling in Chicago be- 
low cost ?” 

“ There is very little doubt that it has in some 
instances. It has been sold quite lately down to 
five cents.” 

The next interviewed were Geo, H. Taylor & 
Co,, who had very little new information to 
give. They thought that the continued erection 


| of new mills must bring on a panic in the trade, 


whereby some of the smaller manufacturers 
must inevitably be forced to the wall. 

One leading firm emphatically objects to the 
enforced shut-down, saying that *‘ wrapping 


| many print mills in the country to be governed 
| by any sort of association, and a lack of entire

Another prominent dealer says that the true 
state of the case is that ‘‘during the past three 
or four years the manufacturers have been reap 
ing ridiculously large profits, and that it worries 
them to work on small margins, like other men.” 

“During the boom,” said he, “‘the manufac 
turers lost their heads. Prices were inflated, 
and profits immense. Then, almost to a man, | 
they went to work increasing their capacity, 
almost 100 per cent. all round. It only proves | 
once more that while ‘good times’ are health 
ful ‘ booms’ are dangerous.”

Marinette, Wis. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

Marinette, Wis., seems destined to be one 
of the important manufacturing towns of the 
great Northwest. It is situated on the Meno- 
minee River, about 300 miles north of Chicago,

The river here enters Green Bay, an arm of 


| Lake Michigan, and here is the dividing line 
| between the State of Wisconsin and the upper 


peninsula of the State of Michigan. Marinette 


is on the Wisconsin and the town of Menominee 
on the Michigan side, both being flourishing 


places. Marinette has a population of about 
4,000 to 5,000, and is growing rapidly. Meno- 
minee, although a flourishing town, is not so 
large. The Menominee River country abounds 


| in pine and hard wood, and has also abundance of 


white poplar. Until within three years, the prin- 
cipal manufacture has been pine lumber, some 
of the largest steam saw-mills in the North- 
The owners of these 
mills have become very wealthy, some of the 
most prosperous being worth over a million 
dollars. The saw-mills are located on the bay, 


| and vessels are loaded directly from_ the mills ; 


and as the logs are floated down the river, the 
pine lumber at this point can be produced as low 
as at any place in the country, and having a 
good harbor and water communication with all 
of the towns on the great chain of lakes as indi- 
cated above, lumbering at this point has been 
very profitable, and the mill owners have been 
enabled to keep abreast of the times in all mod- 
ern improvements. 

I was invited during a visit there to make a 
tour of the mills, and found them the best 
equipped and arranged that I had ever seen, 
although I had visited many of the large mills 
in other parts of the country. In order to give 
the readers of THE JOURNAL some idea of the 
rapidity with which lumber is cut by one cir- 
cular saw, I will mention the fact that ten 
boards sixteen feet long were cut in one minute. 
This, to me, was incredible, and had I not seen 
it I should have been disposed to doubt the state- 
ment ; but the great bulk of lumber is cut with 
gang-saws, called double-gangs because of their 
length and number in one gang. The logs are 
squared up with circulars, and four medium- 
sized logs are sawed at one time ; two are placed 
on the carriage and two others are placed on 
them, making two wide and two high, and with 
forty-eight to fifty-two saws in one frame, all 
are sawed in once passing through, one of these 
gangs requiring about seventy-five horse-power, 
and cutting 75,000 feet in twelve hours. 

In order to accommodate the great lumbering 
interest three dams have been built on the river 
not more than a mile and a half from the bay, 
within a distance of one mile from the lower to 
the upperdam. Two of these are ten feet, afford- 
ing a very fine water-power, equal in anvordi- 
nary stage, to about 10,000 horse-power. Brad- 
ner, Smith & Co., of Chicago, men of wealth 


largest paper manufacturers and dealers in the 
country, about three years ago secured a 2,000 
horse-power privilege at this point and erected 
first a wood-pulp mill. They bought of Stout, 
Mills & Temple, of Dayton, Ohio, eight of their 
large wood-pulp machines, and four 66-inch 
‘* New American ” turbines, which, under 10 ft. 
head, produce 160 horse-power each, making a 
combined power equal to 640 horse. With these 
powerful turbines they drive the eight pulp 
grinding machines, one large Jordan engine and 
wood-preparing machinery, and turn out six 
tons of dry wood pulp each twenty-four hours. 
These machines, it is said, make the best ground

This mill will make five tons of 
news per day. 

The second mill at the same place will also be 
supplied with a 66-inch New American turbine 
and five engines, and will turn out about four 


In view of the increased consumption of wood 
pulp made from spruce and poplar, they are 
also putting in an additional 66-inch New Amer- 
ican turbine, and will correspondingly increase 
the capacity of the pulp mill. The vast water- 
power at this point, the nominal price at which 








it is obtained and the cheapness of both spruce 
and poplar wood, suitable for either ground or 
chemical] pulp, and the cheap transportation and 
living, are all important factors in the produc- 
tion of both wood pulp and papers. 

Stout, Mills & Temple are the sole manufac- 
turers in the West of the Voelter pulp machines. 
The old machine of this pattern first introduced 
into this country was very light and took in only 
12-inch wood, and had a grinding capacity 
of only about 500 to 700 lbs. of dry pulp per 
day, while the new machine takes in 16-inch 
wood, and weighs, complete, 3,000 lbs. more 
than the original machine, and has a grinding 
capacity of 1,200 to 1,500 lbs. of dry pulp per 
day.

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Post-Office Contracts Awarded. 


Proposals were received on Monday at the 
Post-Office Department, Washington, for sup 
plying stamped envelopes for four years, begin 
ning October 1. The bids were based upon 
actual issues for the year ended March 31, 1879. 
The Morgan Envelope Company, of Springfield, 
Mass., and the Plimpton Manufacturing Com 
pany, of Hartford, Conn., acting together, made 
the lowest bid, which was $456,197.58, and were 
awarded the contract.

and now that the latter has been marketed, the 
remaining manufacturers are willing to joi 
hands with the originators of the movement 
There is little probability that the required 80 
per cent. will be secured ; but very likely if 70 
or 75 per cent. is obtained, there will be an effort 
to regulate the market with that extent of the 
production. The condition of the market West 
and the much lower rates for heavy-weight pa 
per has been a great drawback to the movement 
The mills East will probably close down after 
July 1.

“Not for Joe.” 


Another episode has occurred in the suit of 
Joseph Parker against Howard Lockwood. On 
April 29 an order was served on the attorneys 
for the defendant, requiring them to show cause 
before United States Circuit Judge Wallace, or 
the judge sitting at Chambers, on the 5th day of 
May, why the plaintiff should not have leave to 
file and serve an amended and supplemental 
complaint. The basis of this motion was the 
publication in the American Stationer and THE 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL of the pleadings in the 
action which it was expected would be brought 
to trial within a few days thereafter, the case 
having been set down for trial on January 16, 
1852. 

The proposed amended complaint contained a 
reiteration of the former pleas and tbe further 
allegation that subsequent to the commence- 
ment of the action the defendant published the 
article headed “‘ Pity the Sorrows of a Poor Old 
Man,” and meaning that Joseph Parker, the 
plaintiff, ‘‘was to be regarded as an object of 
ridicule and contempt,” and that he “ was a 
proper object for ridicule and contempt.” 

The proposed amended complaint also alleged 
that the publication of the pleadings, which is a 
matter perfectly defensible under the statute 
declaratory of newspaper rights and privileges 
in reporting matters of public occurrence and 
legal proceeding was a republication of the libel 
charged against the defendant. 

On the day appointed for the hearing of the 
motion, argument was postponed, and the mo- 
tion finally came up before Judge Wallace on 
May 19. Counsel were heard on both sides, Col. 
Henry C. Lockwood opposing the motion to 
amend the complaint. The points raised in op- 
position to the request of the plaintiff were eight 
in number, and passing over some of the miaor 
points, the subjoined objections were urged why 
the plaintiff should not be allowed to complain 
of the publication of the pleadings, and to in- 
corporate such publication as a cause of action 
in his complaint. 

The points referred to were as follows: That 
the alleged libel was published in May and June 
of 1876, and that the action was not begun until 
May, 1879 ; that issue was joined and a supple- 
mental complaint was filed in 1880, the judge 
allowing facts to be pleaded which had occurred 
prior to the commencement of the action ; that 
the publication last referred to, viz., the plead- 
ings under the heading, “‘ Pity the Sorrows of a 
Poor Old Man,” constituted no cause of action, 
and that the words, ‘ Pity the Sorrows of a Poor 
Old Man,” being in quotation marks, they are 
no part of the article. 

In touching upon this point the counsel stated 
that the words ‘‘Pity the Sorrows of a Poor Old 
Man,” were an extract from a beautiful poem 
from which he quoted the following lines : 

Pity the sorrows of a poor old man, 

Whose trembling limbs have borne him to your door; 
Whose days are dwindled to the shortest span,— 

Oh! give relief, and Heaven will bless your store. 

The counsel claimed that ‘“‘this pathetic and 
touching poem, instead of holding up the plain- 
tiff in ridicule and contempt, refers to him in 
words of affectionate regard, with sentiments of 
love and chgrity.” 

The counsel further argued that as a matter 
of law the supplemental complaint should not be 
allowed; that an amendment to a pleading can 
only relate properly to the time when the orig- 
inal pleading was made, and can only state facts 
in existence at that time. 

The Court sustained the counsel for the de- 
fense and directed the entry of an order deny- 
ing the request of Joseph Parker to file and serve 
an amended complaint. 

It will be seen that the publication on which 
the suit of Joseph Parker against the publisher 
of this paper for libel is founded was made in 1876, 
and that more than three years elapsed before 
Joseph Parker began his action, and that after 
the suit was instituted an amended complaint 
was served; and that now three years after the 
beginning of legal proceedings, Joseph’ Parker 
asks to file another and amended complaint. In 
this last effort he has been defeated, the Judge 


refusing to grant the request.

valves below, as is the case with the various 
Corliss types. There is at each end one main 
valve, performing the functions of an ordinary 
slide-valve without the friction of the latter. 
This main valve allows steam admission and ex- 
Upon the back of each main valve there | 
is a cut-off valve, having a cavity in its face 
allowing double admission and consequent 


| rapid closing. The cut-off valves are well open- 


ed before the main valves are ready to open 
their induction ports. This is an advantage, 
especially where steam follows but a short por- 
tion of the stroke; for if the cut-off is open but a 
crack, as in cases where the lead is controlled by | 
the cut off, the mechanism is frequently not

sufficient to close it, and steam sizzles through 
the entire stroke, thereby causing irregularity 
of motion. The valves are somewhat conical, 
so that any wear in diameter may be taken up 
by slight end adjustment. They are hung upon 
ordinary steel trunnions in hardened steel bush- 
ings, so that they do not really touch their seats, 
but are held in steam-tight contact without fric- 
tion and wear. The 


bushings, forming a joint with the steel valve 
thus doing away with the 
of a stuffing-box. This arrangement 
of valve reduces the clearance to a minimum, 
and also, as before stated,

should be any leakage pass the cut-off valve. 
The work of removing the cut-off valves is not 
performed by the governor, but that important 
feature simply indicates the point at which the 
“crab claw” liberates the cut-off.

The object of this 
construction is to get the effect of steam balanc- 
ing, without the objections that apply to that 
method. The steel stems have been found in 
practice to wear endwise in about equal ratio 
with the surface of the valves and their seats, 
and as the valves are suspended with the 
surfaces in slight contact, while the pres- 


| sure causes the valves to tend to their seats,

always on that side which will press the valve
